Judge Campbell in his oplnlob held 
that even if the Wagner Labor Rela¬ 
tions Act “is valid" It “atlU does not 
give the defendsnta (sit-down 
Mrikera) tbe right to occupy pro¬ 
perty." 

The scene In the courtroom was in 
marked contrast to that of Saturday, 
when a capacity crowd Jammed Its 
way Into tbe corridors and hearing 
chamber while a double line of union 
picket* paraded outside. Only a few 
spectators were on hand in the court¬ 
room today, but outside another 
large crowd of union members had 
begun assembling more than an hour 
before the court decision was ex¬ 
pected. 

NO COMPROMISE NOW 
Judge Campbell declared that “re¬ 
spect far law and order and for the 
court* la menaced." 

"There must be no compromise," 
he said, “and the writ will be issued." 

He outlined the points raised by the 
defence In Its claim that the corpora¬ 
tion did not come into court with 
“clean hands." Including the corpor¬ 
ation's refusal to grant exclusive bar¬ 
gaining right* to tbe United Auto¬ 
mobile Workers.

It may be that I shall receive 
more. I am willing to leave the mat¬ 
ter In the hands of the people." 

At another point In hie address 
premier Aberhart voiced confidence In 
the present business conditions in 
Alberta. 

He warned against "the spirit of 
pessimism" displayed by soms busi¬ 
ness men. Such a spirit of fear, be 
said, was unwarranted. 

"Nothing is going to be done to hurt 
your business; we are determined to 
help, not to hinder." the Premier de¬ 
clared. He deprecated the work of 
• goadp-mongers." and added: “Re¬ 
member. the present depression waa 
not caused by tbe aoclai Credit gov¬ 
ernment." 

Premier Aberhart said records 
showed that business generally had 
displayed a marked improvement in 
Alberta during the first two months 
of this year. The improvement, be 
■aid. was as much as 90 to 40 per cent 
over the corresponding months of 1936.

Story of Late British States 
man’s Peace Efforts Writ¬ 
ten By Prof. Trevelyan 


JOHNSON 
f'anadlan Pr*»« Staff Writer 
London. March 15.—A man who de¬ 
spised politics, labored unremittingly 
to keep Britain out of war. and per¬ 
sonified In an exceptional degree the 
qualities of the Englishman at hto 
best — such to the tribute paid to 
Viscount Grey by Prof. O. M. Trevel¬ 
yan in hto biography of Britain's For¬ 
eign Secretary during the fateful 
years from 1906-14. 

In his intimate biography. "Orey 
of Pallodon." Just published, the 
author haa recounted faithfully the 
historic part hto subject played In the 
dettlny of hto country. 

Prof. Trevelyan declared Orey never 
ceased to analyse hto actions which 
resulted In Britain's entry Into the 
Great War. During the i*st of his life 
hto led mind perpetually reverted to 
the question, trying It again and 
again from every aide, on sleepless 
nights and blind, solitary days. To 
the end he could not think what 
more he co^Muw done to prevent 
the avalanche of war. the author says 
During the early days of the war 
tfie Foreign Secretary would go out of 
hto way to avoid a company of re¬ 
cruits marching down a street packed 
with cheering throngs. The sight cut 
him to the heart. 

He once said to Lord Robert Cecil: I 
"I used to hope that I was meant to | 
keep the country out of war. But 1 
perhaps my real business was to 1 
bring her Into It unitedly."

P OM OTTAWA ON SATURDAY 

came the heartening news that Canada's 
external trade for the eleven months of the 
present fiscal year, which ends March 31, shows 
alt increase of nearly $300,000,000 over the 
last corresponding period. Our exports for the 
eleven months were worth $972,835,377. com¬ 
pared with $775,584,943. and the value of 
imports amounted to $600,939,734, as against 
$510,037,970 at the end of February last 
year. The latest eleven-month total., therefore, 
is approximately $1,673,000,000. 

Canada, then, has been expanding her ex¬ 
ternal trade at the rate of something like $2/.- 
000.000 a month in a period in which very 
nearly every month has shown a steady growth 
over the month previous. The logical inference to 
draw from this * that if in the remaining part 
of the calendar year of 1937 the Dominion’s 
export and import business shall unprove on the 
same lines, we shall be able to start next year 
with the $2,000,000,000 mark passed. In 
other words, the value of the country's busi¬ 
ness with the rest of the world at that time 
will be only a little more than $500,000,000 
less than it was at the end of the record fiscal i 
year ending March 31, 1930. 

It is worth noting, incidentally, that the 
value of Canada's exports alone for the eleven 
months ending February 28 last was higher by 
approximately $100,000,000 than the total 
value of the export and import business com¬ 
bined for the fiscal year ending March 31. 
1933, after more than two years of rule by 
a high-tariff government. 

As the export and import trade of the coun¬ 
try grows, of ccurxe, the size of the unemploy¬ 
ment army decreases. Canada suffered from 
a five-year period of economic nationalism. The 
late government at Ottawa took the stand that 
this country could do as much selling as it liked 
and could pick and choose those markets in 
wrhich it would condescend to buy. But this 
sort of game of buying and selling can be 
played by any country that might feel inclined. 
Unfortunately for Canada, several countries 
did feel inclined, with the result that an external 
business worth more than $2,500,000,000 
dropped to one of It* than $900,000,000! 
Thus Hxi the Dominion paid for the highly, 
rostly btuineu of tariff jugglery.

The | 
food group rose from 75.2 to 75.6. gains for \ 
potatoes, beans, flour, lard and meals being 
of more consequence than declines for eggs and i 
butter. Tho comparative figure for February 
of the previous year was 72.9. Increased prices 
for coal were responsible for an advance in the 
fpel index from 86.5 to 86.6. An mdex of 
miscellaneous items moved up from 92.3 to 
92.4, influenced by higher prices for gasoline 
in a number of important centres. 

In June. 1933. the cost of living index had 
fallen more than 23 per cent below pre-depres¬ 
sion levels, and since then it has risen slightly 
less than 7 per cent.

S EVERAL WELL-INFORMED COM- 

mentators in Great Britain seem to have 
made up their minds that after the Coronation 
and the Imperial Conference which will follow 
it Premier Baldwin will resign and suggest to 
the newly-crowned monarch he call upon Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain, now Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, to form a new government. 

Apart from the reaction, favorable or other¬ 
wise. which this would have upon the House 
of Commons in general, irrespective of party, 
or on the public as a whole, it can be said that 
if and when Mr. Baldwin decides that he feels 
it it time to go down to his farm in Worcester¬ 
shire. he may rest assured that he will take with 
him to his pigs, his poultry and his pears and 
apples the good wishes of all. 

The man who it Prime Minister of Britain 
may have made mistakes, he may have faltered 
in his decision on vital matters of public policy, 
but the tongue of scandal has hot touched him 
and never will. He is an honest man, who 
thinks of self last of all. He it was who, during 
the war. gave away half his fortune to assist 
the Allied cause. It was not publicised. It 
was many months before anybody knew who 
this benefactor was. it “came out” from some¬ 
where accidentally. 

In recent months, of course. Mr. Baldwin 
has been confronted with many difficult prob¬ 
lems of a national and international character. 
It was perhaps the dopiestic crisis of last De¬ 
cember which tried his tact and judgment to 
the full. He emerged from it as, it may gen¬ 
erally be conceded, no other statesman of our 
day could have emerged from it. But there is 
no need for recapitulation at this late date. 

So when Mr. Baldwm goes unostentatiously 
from the public forum to his beloved Worcester¬ 
shire he will he able to sit back in his study, 
or lean over the fence and give "good twigb- 
borhood" to a passer-by. with the knowledge 
that he has done a good job.

It is not that they 
have become dishonest or corrupt, for the average 
member of the House of Commons la a fine fellow, 
far above the average of his constituents in ability 
and integrity; but they have been absorbed into 
the subtle processes of democracy, ground down 
and smoothed off by the machinery of politics, 
made to realise ln a dim fashion that all democ¬ 
racy la compromise and they cannot expect to 
have their own way about anything.

CANADA'S IMMIGRATION 
"FAILURES" 

To the Editor:—Persona who oppose 
Increased Immigration lay great stress 
on the failures of the past and argue 
that because of these failures no fur¬ 
ther attempt should be made ln col¬ 
onisation. Those who support a vig¬ 
orous immigration policy do not over¬ 
look the significance, nor the strength, 
of these arguments. 

Manley Champlln, senior professor 
of field husbandry, University of 
Saskatchewan, has made tbe follow -1 
lng comment: "But ln furthering this 
movement of people from the Mother | 
Country to this Dominion, it le only 
right and In keeping with the modern 
trends that we should do all ln our 
power to make oertaln that the new 
settlers should have opportunity to 
succeed in their new homes. There are 
many of our most prominent dtisens 
who came here ln the pioneer days) 
without help or supervision of any 
kind, and through good health, native 
ability and indomitable will power j 
succeeded In establishing themselves 
In spite of difficulties incidental to 
pioneering ln a new country. In re¬ 
joicing over those who found success, j 
we must not overlook or forget those 
who failed. And we must remember 
that many of those who failed might 
have succeeded, if given a reasonable 
chance." 

In carrying out any scheme of 
selected and regulated Immigration, 
certain principles must be adhered to. | 
These are (a) the selection of those 
who have a reasonable chance to suc¬ 
ceed; (b) the provision of adequate 
financial assistance at rates of inter- I 
est sufficiently low to enable the lm- [ 
migrant to pay without undue hard¬ 
ship; (c) the careful selection of arms 
with due reference to soil, location, 
etc., and (d) adequate Instruction 
and supervision. 

I With regard to the first principle 
I mentioned, local committee in th* 
communities from which the settlers 
I are to come are in the best position 
l to make a proper selection. 

With regard lo the question at 
selection of lands, tbs need for this 
is seen from the variations ln land, 
even within the same dlstrlcta, there 
being many Instances where people 
have been allowed to settle on un¬ 
suitable land, but to do this is only 
to court disaster. 

It is stated on good authority that 
there 1* an abundance of good land 
in the prairie provinces, and also lands 
suitable for mixed farming In British 
Columbia. 

Well selected lands will be a great | 
factor In preventing a repetition of 
th* mistakes ln the past and a suit¬ 
able body should be set up of compe¬ 
tent personnel to insure protection to 
immigrants under any scheme adopted. 

Having secured suitable settlers and 
having plaoed them on properly 
choeen lands, the next consideration 
la adequate buildings and equipment 
and sufficient funds to maintain the 
families untU such time as farm in¬ 
come becomes available. 

Then there la the matter of equip¬ 
ment, the requirement* In connection 
with which will vary according to the 
stae of the farm and type of farming 
to be followed. 

Proper advice should be available to 
settlers to prevent them being ex¬ 
ploited ln, this connection, and some 
steps might be taken ln the direction 
of having certain equipment com¬ 
munity-owned. 

Then finally a system of Instruction 
and advice and supervision should be j 
provided with the object In view that 
the new farmer should be guided In 
the critical first year of his operations 
•nd while he la learning the condi¬ 
tion# and customs of the country.

seventy mils# an hour to check the 
amount of bank needed on highway 
curves. The test Is part of the work 
of the committee on the Relation of 
Curvature to Speed of the Highway 
Research Board. 

Joseph Barnett, senior highway de¬ 
sign engineer of the US Bureau of 
Public Roads, as ehainnan of ths 
committee, revealed the report on the 
<£hecklng achievement# which would 
*do credit to a set of racing drivers. 

Aim of the Investigation was to 
find the minimum speed at which 
■Id.- pitch la felt by ths driver or 
j passengers in rounding a curve. It 
was assumed that an ample margin 
of safety would still exist if the car 
did not exceed this side pttch speed. 

Bide pitch was felt at lower speeds 
on wet pavements than on dry ones. 
Cars with Individual front wheel sus¬ 
pension showed side pitch at Merer 
speeds than did those with the 
standard front axles, disclosed Mr. 
Barnett. 

Prom Its findings, ths committee 
urged that highway curve* be super- 
rlevs ted. or banked, wherever poaeible 
•o that the centrifugal force would 
be counteracted for speeds equal to 
three-fourths of the assumed design 
speed of the curve.

a decisive foreign 
policy for Canada,' Anglo-American 
In structure—Anglo because of senti¬ 
ment and economic nationalism 
and American because of geography 
and economy—was stressed to the 
Oyro Club at it# luncheon today by 
8truan Robertson, president of the 
students' council of Victoria College. 

The policy must be to a certain 
extent British, he said, because sen¬ 
timent', though denied by cynics, was 
recognized by all pol^lcian* as a 
great power to hold together, and 
because the British Empire was a 
logical trade outlet for Canada In a 
time of high tariff barriers. 

At the same time It must dovetail 
with the policy of the United States 
because of the obvious geographic 
unity and similar economic Interests 
of the two countries. 

Such foreign policy as Canada had 
was based on a set of archaic, ob¬ 
solete truisms completely Imprac¬ 
ticable In the world of 1037, he said. 

These truisms were Isolated in a 
world where Canada was now within 
twenty-four hours of the centres of 
European unrest, and where the Do-' 
minion could not possibly hope to 
keep out of a war becaua# of the 
fact that, as a trading nation, she 
could not alt on the fence, but must 
take one side or the other; the Mun- 
roe Doctrine, which was cancelled 
by the fact that the United States 
would certainly not protect Canada 
from a. poselbla aggressor without 
taking something In return, and the 
theory of "Ru% Britannia.” which 
was a foolish trust for Canadians 
when ther# was no British naval 
base within weeks of the Canadian 
coast. 

INLAND AN NEW BELGIUM 

Mr. Robertson mentioned the pos¬ 
sibility of British Columbia, and 
especially Vancouver Island, becom¬ 
ing the Belgium of the North Ameri¬ 
can continent In the event of a con¬ 
flict between the United States and 
Japan. 

Such a policy would also bring 
unity to a Dominion which was at 
present disrupted by sectionalisms, 
reduce the danger of Canada becom¬ 
ing a second Ethlopls, and at the 
same time help pay off some of 
Canada's obligations to the British 
Commonwealth of Nations and to 
the League of Nations. 

It was fair neither to Britain nor 
to Canada that the Dominion should 
be tied to the apron strings of the 
British consular service without 
being able to control thca#-.’ aftiRR, 
strings, and Canada, potentially a 
great factor In the Imposition of 
economic sanctions under the League, 
should give a more definite support 
to an Institution In whoee Ideals, at 
least, she aMU believed.

Ottawa. March lft —Upward adjust¬ 
ment of the tax system should, with 
Improvement in crop yields, enable 
Saskatchewan to meet the present de¬ 
ficit on current account, said a finan¬ 
cial report on the province made 
public here today by Hon. C. A. Dun¬ 
ning. Minister of Finance. 

The report, prepared for the Do¬ 
minion and provincial governments 
by. the BAnk of Canada, was simul¬ 
taneously released at Regina by 
Premier W. J. Patterson. 

"As a necessarily arbitrary esti¬ 
mate.” said the report, "and allowing 
for the greater reduction of provincial 
income In Saskatchewan than In other 
sections, we believe the government 
would have to raise approximately 
#2,000.000 a year more at the current 
•level of provincial lpcome.to put Sas¬ 
katchewan on on equal footing with 
Manitoba." 

The report note* that the Dominion 
Intends appointing a royal commis¬ 
sion to inquire Into financial powers 
and responsibilities of governments. 

AID JUSTIFIED 

"Pending the report of this com¬ 
mission,’* the report continued. "It 
would appear to u# that In the case 
of the province of Saskatchewan the 
Dominion government would be Justi¬ 
fied in extending temporary financial
